The most important event to pio- 
icer Texas cattlemen was the in­ 
troduction of Brahma or Zebu cattle 
horn India, a v a n it y scientifically 
designated as Bos Indicus arid differ­ 
ing radically from the European va­ 
riety of Bos Taurus. It was not until 
after the Civil War that Brahmas 
were secured in large numbers. 'lire

fir>t record of a successful crossing 
of these cattle with native stock was 
in 1874 when Caph Mifflin Kenedy 
experimented with his herds. Cap 
lain Kenedy was a partner of the 
famous Richard King Sn tile estab­ 
lishment of the groat King Ranch. 
They founded in 1860 what Is today 
one of the world's largest cattle do­ 
mains.

The Union blockade prevented the 
shipment of large herds to supply 
the Confederate Army, and at the 
close of the Civil War the State was 
overrun with cattle, mostly wild.

R a n g e animals sold for S3 
and $4 a head,

Named for Pioneer 
(Near Matagorda, on the central 
Gulf Coast of Texas, in the 1830s 
lived Samuel A. Maverick, one of 
the 
S t a te s 
best-known 
pioneers, 
whose name, because an employee 
failed to brand a herd of stock, has 
lived down through the years as a 
synonym for unbranded cattle.) 
With prices comparatively fabu­ 
lously high In the north and east, 
obviously the thing to do was to 
drive the herds to shipping points. 
Yet the nearest railroads were in 
Kansas 
and 
Missouri, a thousand 
miles or more distant. 
A few adventurous spirits led the 


way across those untried miles to 
Hie railheads in th*' late 1860s. I rails, 
some of them bearing the names of 
Hie men who blared them, came into 
being— such as the Chisholm Trail. 
Abilene, Kan., became a roaring 
cow town, followed by Dodge 
( tty 
and other shipping points that sprang 
up In the wake of the mightv move­ 
ment of cattle, No ut her industry 
in the Southwest had such economic 
significance or such picturesque as­ 
pects. 
Distinct People 
Hie drivmg of herds caused towns, 
customs ar d a distinct type of peo­ 
ple to grow up beside the trails. 
About five million Texas cattle 
w ire taken to market during th*1 IS 
y ears in w hich the he rds churned the 
dust on the trails, yet when the rail­ 
roads came to the Lone Star State 
and tin- drives were no long* r neces­ 
sary, there were more of the beasts 
than before

tory. A few "cattaloes ’ are still seen 
on Panhandle ranches, but they ar* 
kept chiefly as curiosities.

AGONER, Okla.— The detectives of history are searching near here 
for a clue to the identity of the Indians who lived in Eastern Okla­ 
homa 500 to 700 years ago. With picks and paint brushes the Uni­ 
versity of Oklahoma anthropology departm ent is exploring a series of 
mounds on 14 Mile creek where these mysterious mound builders once 
had a small village. 
Described by Dr. Robert E. Boll, chairman of the OU Anthropology 
departm ent, as an “ important find" in Hie hunt for information about 
O k lah o m a’s early residents the mounds have gone unnoticed in a N-gro 
school yard IO miles southeast of Wagoner for manv ye irs. 
The m ounds’ roiling slopes have served as an ideal playground for 
pupils in the school. The site has been a f iv <ri • camping spot for fisher 
men over the years.
